Not only the 
stores, but every private residence was 
in gala attire and the whole presented 
a ieene lovely to benold. e arrived 
there about ten o'clock and were capa- 
tured by James Stears and Harry .vie- 
Carty, the b g-hearted editors of the 
Jessamine Journal and clever Louis 
Pilcher, of the Democrat A badge 
about a yard long was attached to our 
coat and we were placed in the pr oces- 
sion with the Nicbolasville Commercial 
Club, an organzation made up of hust- 
ling, pushing, public-spirited business 
men of Jessamine. Headed by Saxton's 
famous military band, the Drcession 
marched to the a & C depot and met- 
the Cincinnati Young Men's Busines 
Club, which Sa me in a special train 
325 strong. T he big parade then march 
ed through the principal streets. In 
the parade were floats oi the most ex- 
quisite design, every business of the 
town and county being represented. 
We heard people who were posted on 
such matters say the floats were as 
tasty and pretty as any they had ever 
seen. Arriving at the beautiful "Dun- 
can Heights'' the commercial clubs and 
newspaper representatives were escort- 
ed to the long tables for dinner. Here 
the good ladies, bless them, had pre- 
pared a feast fit for ye goda They did 
not bring out knic-knacks and other 
cheap trash usually served at public 
gatherings, but had a genuine, old- 
fashioned, Kentucky dinner, consisting 
of old ham, roast beef, mutton, shoat, 
cornbread, sandwiches, good strong 
coffee, sotre d zen different kinds of 
pie, and goodness knows what all 
During the two or three hours we 
spent at the t^ble we thought of how 
Bra WalUn, Harry Giovannoli, Clare- 
nce Woods, and others of the Kentucky 
press gang, would kick themselves 
for missing it It was estimated that 
fully eight thousand people were in 
town and nearly all of them ate at the 
public dinner. If anyone went away 
hungry it was because he was too lazy 
to eat 

In the afternoon the crowd was en- 
tertained by speeches fro m Col. Ben- 
nett H. Young, Hon. Joe C. S Black- 
burn, Evan Settle, Gilbert and others. 
At night the 3 r oung folks gave an en- 
joyable hop, which was attended by a 
big crowd. They never d > things by 
halves in Nicholasville, and if a person 
goes there and conducts himself prop- 
erly he will receive treatment that 
goes to his heart and remains there 
until death. One chief characteristic 
of the Nicholasville people which 
makes especial impression on us is their 
perfect freedom from that know-it-all, 
holier-than-thou, jackass-in-a-grave- 
yard air which torn: people try to 
work off. Nothing is more disgusting 
than to see a fellow look and act like 
he thought himself better than the 
world at large. There's nothing of 
that sort about Nicholasville. Busi- 
ness called us away before the day 
was done, but we were there long 
enough to receive a hospitable and 
friendly treatment that will be treas- 
uered in memory as one of the few 
in the long journey across the 
desert of li e.
